Tine day was one of almost constant 
surprises, during which the result was 
many times hanging in the balance, 
There are offi@ial returns from town 
and city clerks in all but 126 towns 
and plantations. 

Mos: of the towns yet to be heard 
from have. been unofficially reported 
with sinall. majorities favoring reien- 
tion of the prohibitory amendment in 
the constitution and any change in 
the vote of-these places is likely to 
help tne prohibitionists. 

‘Change a Big Surprise. 

In addition to the 225 majority shown 
by the clerks’ returns, there are fifty 
more “dry” votes known to exist in 
Portland, which are not inctuded in 
the city clerk’s report because of an 
admitted error. If necessary the anti- 
repealers will petition for a recount.

CITY LIMITS. 
No change ts made in the existing city Mmits.. 


There are ten city wards. ° 


DEVISION OF GOVERNMENT. 
The municipal government is divided inte legislative, administratiye 
and judicial. ‘ 


LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT. 


The legislative department consists of ten councilmen, one from each 
ward, though all elected by vote of the city at large. Each of these re- 
ceives an annual salary of $300. The term of office of the councilmen 
after the first year is two years, five being elected each year. The coun- 
cil lias full legislative, but no administrative power. It must meet at least 
once a month. 


ADMINISTRATIVE DEPARTMENT. 


The administrative functions are vested in five men, whp are to be 
elected by a majority vote of the entire city. Each member will have 
charge of one of the following departments: Department of public affairs 
and finance; department of streets, sewers and waterworks; department 

of sanitary, health and hospitais; department of public safety, which in- 
cludes the police, fire and electric lights; department of parks, public prop- 
erty and hibraries. 

The terms of the office are four years, and arranged to expire bien- 
nially. The present mayer, with other officers elected by the people and 
now holding office, will finish the terms to which the people elected them. 

The mayor is vested with veto power, the power of signing checks, 
calling extra meetings of council and the administrative body, exercising 
a general supervision over ali departments, and at any time calling the) 
publie’s attention to any matter affecting any department. The mayor also 
heads of one of the five departments. His salary is to be $6,000 per year. 
The salaries of the other four members of the administrative body are to 
be $5,000 per year ench. The mayor and the other four administrative mem- 
bers are required to give their entire time to their respective duties. 

No person is eligible to be mayor or other member of the adminisfra- 
tive body who is an officer or stockholder in any public utility corporation, 
and no member is allowed to hold any other office, either county, state or 
national. Each member must.give bond for $25,000. 


: HOW OFFICES ARE FILLED. 


The city marshal, city clerk, city attorney and city comptroller are 
to be elected by a majority vote of the administrative body. All other posi- 
tions are to be filled by the member having charge of the department ¢m- 
bracing such position. 

The various administrative officers now in office, and who were elected 
by the people, will serve their term; but after the terms are ended each is 
to serve under the direction and full authority of the executive department 
or the member having charge of that particular department. At the expi- 
ration of their terms these officers are to be chosen by the administrative 
member in charge of the department in which they serve. 

The city tax assessors are to be nominated by tht administrative board 
and ratified by the council. The regular term is three years. 

A vacancy in the administrative body is to be filled by the four remain- 
ing members, until the next regular election. If no election is due in twelve 
months, the vacancy shall be filled by a special election on thirty days’ no- 
tice. 

No one is qualified to hold any position whatever in any department of 
the city who is related within the third degree by blood or marriage to any 
member of the administrative body or who is a stockholder in any public 
utility corporation. The clause, however, with reference to the relationship 
to members of the administrative body ‘de es not apply to such relatives as 
were in office prior to their election. 

No member of the administrative department or member of council is 
allowed te have any interest, or be interested in a concern having any 
interest, in any city contract or subcontract. 

The administrative body shall have stated times for meeting, and the 
meetings shall be open to the public. All records of meetings of the admin- 
istrators and the council shall be open to public inspection. 


JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT. 


The present city recorder is retained in office until the expiration of 
the term to which ;the people elected him, and thereafter he, or his succes- 
sor, is to be elected by the people for a term of Sour years. 


TAXING POWER, 


All taxing powers, inclnding assessments, now vested in the general 
‘council are préserved and vested in the council of ten, mo change being” 


made in the present rate of taxation; and provision is made for an appeat 
personal. Powers of assess- 
ments for streets aud sewers are likewise preserved to the council of ten. 
The administrative department is given all mecessary powers of condemna- 
tion. 


CIVIL SERVICE. 


Civil service as it now obtains in the police department is completely 
retained in the new charter, aad the administrative board is empowered to 
institute civil service in the fire and health departments. : 


PENSIONS. 


The present system of. pensions for policemen, firemen, school teachers, 
and other city officials and employees is retained intact. 


AUDIT. 


A siiaieaiity and cémplete audit of the books of officials or employees 
who handle city money is tebe regularly made by an auditor who shall be 
nominated by the administrative board and confirmed by council. 


RECALL. 


The members of the administrative department are subject to a recall, 
exercisable as follows: Where seven members of the council deem it neces- 
sary for the public welfare that a member of the administrative department 
should be removed from office, they draw up a statement stating the grounds 
on which they base their conclusion, publish this a certain number of con- 
secutive days in the newspapers, and call an election to fill a vacancy in 
that department. The member thus affected is eligible to be a candidate 
for reelection. 


FRANCHISES. 


Public utility franchises are limited toe thirty years, and granted in the 
following manner: Netice of application fur a franchise and the terms on 
which same is desired must be filed with the city clerk and published ten 
days in advance. The application is then passed on by the administrative 
body and the council, and must have a majority vote of both bodies acting 
separately. The mayor then hag four days to consider before signing it.» 
If vetoed by him, the grant can only be passed by a two-thirds vote of both 


bodies. 
ACCOUNTING. 


Each department must keep a complete and accurate check against all 
other departments. <All moneys paid out must be on voucher. Monthly 
statements must be published by the comptroller. Quarterly and annual 
statements must be published by the various departments. These must be 
comparative after the first year. There must be an annual stock-taking in 
all departments. 


BORROWING POWER AND CHARTER FUND. 


As under the present charter, the city is empowered te borrow not ex- 
ceeding any . year, provided the first incoming revenue not 
already apportioned shalf be applied to the liquidatien thereof. The city’s 
anntal expenditures and current indebtedness. must not exceed its income 
for that year. Any member of the administrative body voting to go beyond 
this is held personally liable. The perpet#al charter fund of $175,000 is re- 
tained, as required by the present charter. ‘ 


WATERWORKS. 


The waterworks are never to be sold, exchanged or otherwise disposed 
of. The same applies to Lakewood, except that it may be leased for nog 
exceeding five years. 


PURCHASE OF MATERIAL AND SUPPLIES. 


All material, supplies for departments, purchases of equipment and con- 
tract work, involving the expenditure of as much as $500 during any one 


‘year, shall be purchased er iet on competitive bids. a 


OATH OF OFFICE. 


A comprehensive oath of office and other provisions provide against the 
appointment or service of “ward-heelers,” making the employment thereof 
a misdemeanor. 

“WEST ALABAMA STREET. 

Authority is given to open and extend Alabama street from the central 

portion of the city westwardly through land belonging to the state.

Class Room There Would Be 
Only Temporary, However.

Schools to Those Not So 
Crowded Made at Meeting of 
Principals Tuesday Afternoon. 


The congested condition in Atlanta’s 
public school system was relieved yes- 
terday. 

Hundreds of children remained away 
from school on Monday and Tuesday, 
but by Thursday morning every school 
child in Atlanta will be comfortably 
installed in the more_or less satisfac- 
torily-situated school. This was de- 
termined Tuesday at the Boys’ High 
school bullding, when forty-one prin- 
cipals gathered in a meeting that re- 
sulted in the complete mastering of 
the situation. 

It developed that upon the beginning 
ef the public school session this year, 
there was an overflow of 600 students. 
The congestion was encountered, how- 
ever, in only a certain number of build- 
ings, which throughout the system 
there were schools which could ac- 
coOmmodate the surplus. By sending 
children in congested schools to those 
that were not crowded, the solution was 
reached. 

Only those principals whose schools 
were not overcrowded were present at 
the meeting. Superintendent Slaton 
read out a statement of the condition 
of thé crowded sehools. Then as each 
school was mentioned the principals 
of the schools nearest to it told of the 
conditions in their own institution, and 
of how many more children they could 
care for. By this arrangement all the 
children. wilh¢*be,.dooked after, though 
a good many of them will have to 
go out of their own districts in order 
to get an education.

AMERICUS FIGHTS 
FOR LOCAL TRAIN 


Doesn’t Want to Hurt Savan- 
nah, But Must Have the 
-‘Shoo-Fly. 


Americus, Ga., September 12.—(Spe-. 
cial.)—At a meeting under the auspices 
of the Americus Board of Trade to- 
night, dttendeg by all of the leading 
business interests, the matter relative 
to the operation of the local train 
from Columbus to Helena via Ameri- 
cus was thoroughly threshed out. 
Business men present recalled the

Bankers present stated that tele-

tions advocated by Savannah without 
such “alteration of existing, schedules 
as would seriously impair’ the value 
of the train to this city and section. 

Resolutions were adopted protesting 
to the Georgia railroad commission and 
the Seaboard officials against any in- 
terference with the schedule on which 
this local train is now operated. Kind-

Suppressing gambling on the New York Cotton Exchange is 
a matter of tremendous importance to the farmers of the southern 
states. It is to be doubted if it ranks, in ultimate effect, the busi- 
ness urgency of diversification. 

It has been testified, from reliable sources, that Georgia an- 
nually sends more money outside the state for food supplies than 
she receives for her cotton crop. In other words, the tarmers of 
Georgia, despite growing diversification, still lay a heavy mortgage 
on their chief product for the food supplies that can be raised in 


abundance on Georgia acres. 

As an inevitable consequence, the proceeds from a $60 or 
$70 or $75 bale of cotton must be “shaved” by a _ big 
amount—probably more than $10—to pay a bill that should be non- 
existent. | 

The live stock committee of the Farmers’ Union has laid a 
finger on one of the main sources of leakage in our southern agri- 
cultural system. | 

, It should be plugged—and that, forthwith! It is essential to 
go after the men far away who conspire to depress the price of 
cotton. 

What about the men who raise the cotton itself, and who, each 
year, voluntarily sacrifice a slice of their profits by failing in the 
simple business detail of producing home supplies?

“Every year, or at frequent inter- 
vals, at great cost of time and money 
and social strife, a question long since 
put into the constitution as settled, 
namely, whether the liquor traffic is'‘a 
legitimate business, would have to be 
reconsidered, and fought over against 
great odds, which would De as absurd 
as to reconsider annually emancipa- 
tion of slaves or trial by jury. 

“In sOme cities, the ignorant and 
the base in league with politicians, 
would license saloons, which would 
occupy, not attics and cellars and 
back rooms, but some of the locations 
now occupied Dy banks and dry goods 

uses, and would pay from one to two

Editor Constitution: I wish to com- 
bat an erroneous impression that has 
gone abroad that there will be a large 
eotton crop produced this year, which 
false impression is made by the large 
size of the weed of the cotton. Close 
observation -will show but little fruit of 
the stalks. .This is caused by too ex- 
travagant use of commercial fertilizer, 
especially nitrate of soda. Coupled with 
the heavy rains in the last two months, 
this has produced an unusually large 
weed. And now the great enemy of the 
cotton plant, the catterpillar, has made 
its appearance iin full force, destroy- 
ing all the cotton excepting the ma-

Government Nearer the People. 
(From The Macon Telegraph.) 

Prohibition and local option may be 
discussed academically by candidates 
and their friends who may wish to do 
so, but for the reasons set forth a hum. 
ber of times in these columns those 
questions cannot become live issues in 
the approaching campaign for the 
gubernatorial short term. It is not the 
time for the local optionists to make 
a fight, because, obviously, if they 
should win a Victory it would be a 
barren one; if they lost, their day and 
opportunity would be postponed, 

The one general and overshadowing 


issue in this campaigh is—bring the 
government of the people back to the 
people. “3 

In a representative government the 
people's representatives, at stated 
periods named by law, are selected by 
the people td repres®fit them in the 
three co-ordinate branches—the ex- 
ecutive, the legislative and the judieial. 
The people Select these three branches, 
each supposedly. free from the domina- 
tion of the others. Not since Treutien 
to the present day (except. quite re- 
cently) has a governor ever gone into 
a committee room of the legislature 
and lectured and threatened the peo- 
ple’s representatives. The governor. has 
the right, and it is his duty, to make 
recommendations by public messages— 
this is required go that the people may 
know what he is doing; but to go tnto 
a shut-door conference is a thing that 
is unprecedented, and dangerous to the 
rights of the people. 

The right of primary expression is 
the same as the right of petition. It 
IS the right of petition, as in cases of 
primaries for United States senator. 
This right of petition to the legislature 
was denied the people. Liquor laws ob- 
noxious to a large per cent of the peo- 
ple were passed, and the right of an 
expression of opinion on the subject 
was denied the people.’ By a manipula- 
tion too tedious to recount at length 
here, the present governor was elected 
by a doubtful. majority of those voting, 
and by less than one-third of the man-

Railroad Commission Will Ac- 
cede to Smith's Request | 


ere 


lIt Is Reported They Will En-| 


deavor to Give Present Gov- 
ernor Record on Which to At- 
tack Present Control of State’s 
Transportation Property. 


While no statement could be ob- 
tained, it is virtually certain that the 
railroad commission will strengthen 
the caSe against the lessees of the 


Western and Atlantic railroad, along 
the lines urged by Governor Brown 
and again by Governor Smith. 

The desire of the executive office 


as expressed by the former executive 
and his successor in office is to ob- 
tain a consistent record before under- 
taking to begin action to have the 
courts annul the existing lease. 

It may be stated on reliabie au- 
thority that the commission is of 
opinion that it can comply with Gov- 
ernor Smith’s request and still re- 
main within its legal limitations. 

Should it do so it is probable that 
suit will be brought to compel. the 
lessees to adopt through freight rates 
prescribed by the commission or in 
lieu thereof surrender its control of 
the property. ‘ 

Both Governor Smith and Chairman 
Warner Hill, of the commission, are 
out of the city this week so that no 
action can be taken on the governor's 
request until the early part of next 
week, 

The letter which the governor wrote 
the commission was dictated after he 
had held conferences with members of 
the commission, at which he decided 
that in order to make the record com- 
plete it woulq be necessary for the 
commission to point out to him certain 
specific instances in which the lessees 
of the state road are failing to comply 
with the provisions of the lease con- 
tract, which requires that no higher 
rate per ton per mile shall be charged 
On interstate shipments than is pre- 
scribed by the commission for intra- 
state shipments. p 

At the hearing which the commis- 
sion held on this question some time 
ago it was charged that there are in 
the neighborhood of two hundred ar- 
ticles on which the railroad company is 
charging a higher rate than is provid- 
ec for in the lease contract. 

It is understoog that the governor's 
position on this question is that the 
commission should specify certain in- 
stances wherein this higher rate is 
being charged and should also accom- 
pant it with some suggestions as to 
what course the governor should pur- 
sue in enforcing the lease contract, 
together with a statement of the rates 
that should be charged. 

It is understood that members of the 
commission take the position that the 
proper course to pursue is for the gov- 
ernor to instruct the attorney general 
to file a bill in court to compel the 
company to abide by the provisions of 
the lease. 

The lessees have taken the position 
that the railroad commission has no 
authority to fix interstate rates for the 
state road. 

Admitting this to be true, for the 
sake of argument, members of the com- 
mission then take the position that 
the entire lease contract is null and 


void and that the company can either 
be compelled to enforce the contract 
Or surrender the lease to the state, 
since the lease was made with the 
written provision that a certain fixed 
rate should be charged. 

The commission takes the position, 
it is tinderstood, that the question of 
the validity of the lease contract 
should be tested and it is generally be- 
lieved the commission will so advise 
the governor.

Many Statesmen, Farmers and 
Bankers Crowd Convention 


Meeting Proposes to Correct 
Erroneous Idea That This 
Year’s Crop Is to Be Extreme- 
ly Large and to Devise Means 
for Gradual. Marketing. 


Montgomery, Ala., September 12.— 
One thousand men from every. cotton 
growing state in Amerita met today 
in Montgomery and until-black night 
darkened an auditorium which con- 
tained no provision for light, confere- 
red tégether to devise ways and means 
to rebut the figures of the federal cot- 
ton report and to secure a better price 
for cotton. Among these men were 
numbered congressmen, United States 
senators, the commissioners of agri- 
culture or their representatives from 
every southern state, .together with 
hundreds of farmers, bankers, business 
and professional men whose homes are 
scattered throughout the south. 

. Committees Are Named. 

While nothing. further than organi- 
zation was effected, officially this 
meeting of ‘the cotton growers proved 
their .earnestness by .the appointment 
of four committees to be known as 
the committees on resolutions, market- 
ing and financing ‘the cotton crop, na- 
tional: legislation and statistics, esti- 
mates and-conditions of the cotton 
crop. These committees were appoint- 
ea early in the day and made to con- 
sist of the commissioners of agricul- 
ture of each state, three delegates 
from each gstate and President C. 5S. 
Barrett, of the Farmers’ Educational 
and Co-operative Union. 

One of the principal speakers of the 
day. was Senator E, D. Smith, of South 
Carolina, who, in scathing terms, de- 
nounced the so-called gamblers of 
Wall street, Livenpool, New Orleans 
and foreign ‘markets and said that 
the southern farmer must declare his 
financial independence of these peo- 
ple. “He said ‘the farmer.should de- 
mand a fair profit on~-his cotton, and 
‘ventured the assertion that ‘if ‘the 
New England farmer had such a mo- 
mopoly .as: the cotton crop he would 
demand and receive 30 cents a pound 
for it. 

Government Figures Attacked. 

Senator Smith also made an attack 
upon the accuracy of the government 
cotton report, and said that the south- 
ern farmer had lost enough money be- 
cause of it to establish an insurance 
department, or to insure proper fig- 
ures. He declared, too, that Attorney 
General Wickersham wanted to break 
a so-called monopoly to boost the price 
of cotton but crushed no illegal com- 
bination to force the staple down. 

Wihen congress meers again in De- 
cember, Senator Smith said, he is go- 
ing to introduce a bill to require the 
secretary of agriculture to show in his 
monthly cotton census, not only the 
amount of cotton in the field, but the 
number of bales in warehouses and 
who own these bales. Throughout 
his speech Senator Smith was heartily 
cheered, ang it was he who spoke un- 
til faces in the dingy auditorium could 
not be distinguished. 

Kolb Made Chairman. 

The convention was called together 
at noon in the auditorium of the Ex- 
change hotel. Captain Reuben F. 
Kolb, commissioner of agriculture for 
Alabama, was made temporary chair- 
man. He presideq until Commissioner 
of Agriculture E. J. Watson, of South 
Carolina, was made permanent chair- 
man. Rev. C. A. Stakely, of this city, 
opened the convention with a prayer. 
Addresses of welcome were made by 
Captain Kolb, Lieutenant Governor 
Seed, Mr. R. B. Evins, representing 
Governor O'Neal; President Gunter, of 
the citv commission, and President 
Kohn, of the Montgomery~ Commercia! 
Club, in behalf of Alabama and the 
city of Montgomery. These addresses 
were responded to by State Senator 
I. A. Bush, of Georgia. 

Underwood to Speak. 

The convention will be brought to a 
close Wednesday evening with a dem- 
onstration in honor of Hon. Oscar W. 
Underwood, leader of the house of rep- 
resentatives, who will reach this city 
with a party of good roads advocates 
ffrom Birmingham. Mr. Underwood 
will be accompanied, among others, by 
United States Senator Bankhead, of 
Alabama, and John Craft, president of 
the Alabama Good Roads Association.

Sharp. Williams, of Mississippi, will 
also be in the city by that time. Sen- 
ator Williams has expressed great in- 
terest in the cotton growers’ conven- 
tion and it is understood that. he will 
be present unless he is prevented by 
some unforeseen circumstance.

After invoking the aid of the police 
in order to secure revenge upon her 
neighbors, and being fined in police 
court, when her charges proved a 
boomerang, Mrs. E. L. Peck was again 
put under arrest about 9 o'clock last 
night on a charge of disorderly con- 
duct. The police state that after se- 
curing her release on bond, she return- 
ed to her home, 509 Crew street, and 
then proceeded to tell her neighbors 
who testified against her in court just 
exactly what she thought of them.

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Case Goes to the United 
Stales Supreme Court 


Sentenced to Death for the 
Murder of Fred Flanders, Dr.. 
licNaughton Gets Another 
Chance Before the Highest 
Tribunal in the Country. 


Dr: W. J, McNaughton, sentenced to 
be hanged in Emanuel county for the 
murder, by poison, of Fred Flanders, 
the alleged motive being interest in 
the latter’s wife, secured a new lease 
on life yesterday as the result of an 
appeal from the final decision of the 
supreme court of Georgia to the su- 
preme court of the United States. 

The state supreme court refused Mc- 
Naughton a new trial after he had 
been convicted in Emanuel county and 
sentenced to death. A motion for re- 
hearing before full bench was then 
made, the case having been argued be- 
fore only three judges. This was de- 
nied by the state supreme court on Au- 
gust 15. 

Now, upon application of Hon. Frank

Cordele, Ga., September 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—W. V. Reed, of Atlanta, field 
assistant to the state éntomologist, 
was in the city today, having come 
at the request of Representative O. T. 
Gower and other prominent farmers of 
this section for the purpose of making 
an investigation Into the extent of 
damage to cotton through this section 
being wrought by the ravages of the 
caterpillar, a pest which has been de- 
veloping during the past few weeks 
with alarming rapidity and which, it 
is feared, will spread to the many 
fields of young cotton planted since 
the harvest of the oat and wheat 
crops, now in full bloom and fruit- 
age. 
Mr. Reed has visitea some of the in- 
fested fields in this section, and while 
he says the damage deing wrought is 
considerable, it is nothing like as 
alarming as in middle or north Geor- 
gia, where the bulk of the crop is 
several weeks iater than in this lo- 
cality. He estimates that the damage

New York, September .12.—The cot- 
ton market was much less active to- 
day, but showed a steadier tone on a 
moderate demand from trade interests 
or leading bulls with the close steady 
at a net advance of 1@5 points. 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
wance of 1 point to a decline of 2 
points and active positions sold about

ures of last night during the early 
trading.

CHAPTER VI. 


It has long been the custom to in- 
fuse new blood in a flock by procuring 
a male from elsewhere. This is right 
and proper with those who do not care 
to take extra work on hand; but the 
correct way to bring new blood in the 
flock is by procuring a hen every year 
and mating her with the best male in 
the flock, keeping only the male 
chicks from such a hen. By buying a 
new hen every year and raising the 
males from her it will give sufficient 
out-crossing to avoid inbreeding too 
closely. The reason for so doing is 
this: When a male from elsewhere is 
procured he sires all the chicks, and if 
there is a hidden defect in him, or if 
he proves to be undesirable, he im- 
parte-the disadvantages to every chick 
on -the place; but when the young 
males are raised on the place, from 4 
particular hen, the chicks from other 
hens are not injured at the same time. 
One should be very careful when pro- 
curing the male, but it is safer to 
raise them in the above manner. There 
is really no necessity for keeping a 
cock longer than the time he reaches 
the age of 3 years, for the reason that 
with poultry the males cost such a 
small sum it is of little consequence, 
so far as the expense is cocnerned. But 
there are those who wish to know how 
far inbreeding may be practiced with- 
out great injury. Inbreeding is seldom 
practiced by poultrymen, except to 
establish a strain or to secure some 
desirable point or characteristic. If it 
is the male bird that possesses the 
merits desired, it is customary to mate 
him with hens as nearly conforming to 
his qualifications as possible, and the 
next season to mate the cock with 
her own daughters. It is not safe to 
breed any closer, for fear of loss of 
vigor, but it is not uncommon to breed 
in-and-in for three or four genera- 
tions. For practical purposes, the cock 
should be changed every year, but oc- 
casionally inbreeding for one season 
will do not harm. It is important that 
the cock be strong, active and vigor- 
ous, for when such is the case the 
liability to injury is lessened. Always 
raise your cockerels from particular 
hens, and sell all that are not desired 
for breeding purposes as soon as possi- 
ble. And now I come to a brief de- 
scription of @ few of the most popular 
breeds of fowls. The Light Brahmas 
being about the oldest, 1849-50, will 
start with them. In eolor, they are 
white, with yeltow legs, which are 
feathered on the outside to the end of 
the toes, the middie toes also being 
feathered, but not the inner ones. The 
beak, which should be yellow, has a 
dark stripe down the upper mandible, 
though it is not always required in 
hens. The comb is pea-shaped, rather 
higher in the center than at the front 
and rear, the comb having the ap- 
pearance of three small combs, the 
center being the highest, in color red, 
and the serrations even. The ear lobes 
are red and rather large. The wattles 
of the hen are small, but of medium 
size for the cock. The breast should 
be full, and with the body, white, 
though bluish white is sometimes the 
under-color. The hackle of the cock 
should be white on the upper part, 
the remainder white, but having a 
black stripe running parallel with the 
black, beginning in the center of the 
white and tapering to the end. The 
hackle of the hen is black with white 
edge running parallel with the black, 
the hackle falling well over the neck, 
and the feathers at the flat of back, 
black or white and black. The wings 
of the cock and hen are small, with 
the bows white, black being present 


at times on the front of the bows of! 
The upper web of the sec- | 
ondaries (the long quill feathers that,

grow on the second joint or forearm of 
a fowl’s wing) should be black and 
the lower web white. The primaries 
(the flight feathers of the wing, hid- 
den, or nearly so, when wing is closed) 
of the cock should be as near black as 
possible, while those of the hen should 
be black and white. The tail of the 
cock should be black, full, the curling 
feathers underneath being white, or 
white and black, with greenish black 
coverts and sickle feathers, the lower 
coverts being the same color, with

white edging. The tail of the hen is 
alsd black, rather small, the two high- 
est feathers white-edged, with black 
tail coverts also edged with white. 
The Brahmas have abundant soft fluff, 
giving the birds that broad appearance 
so noticeable, the cobor of which is 
white. The back is broad and rather 
flat pear the hackle, while the body is 
deep. The cocks should weigh twelve 
pounds and the hens ten, while the 
cockerels (a bird under a year old) 
should reach ten pounds and the pul- 
lets (a female under one years should 
reach eight pounds,

I want to say to Mrs. M. L. Moore, 
Slotham, Ga., Route 17, Box 50, that I 
am in receipt of her letter, and think 
the whole fault of-.the eggs not hatch- 
ing was due to the male bird. He was 
not too old, but had some constitu- 
tional weakness; and after you found 
the first setting did not hatch you 
should have procured another male at 
once, for you were losing valuable 
time at a very busy season.
